Washington, Oct. 17.— The work of 
equipping the troops of the regular 
army witli the new iiiaga/,ine rifle is 
progressing as rajiidly a.s the limited 
piaiitof the Si)riiig(ii 'd National armory 
will periuit. 'Ihe fahricatiou of the 
(oiuplcx and accurate machinery uoces- 
t-ary to make the new weaijuu recjuired 
ii>u( h time, and now that the plant is in 
iiiiiiiiiig order, tlu^ output is about ^5,- 
000 arms per year. As fast ns the arms 
are completed they are issued to the 
troops, and at this rate it wJl be about 
a year before otir small armory is 
brought np to a modern standard by be- 
ing sopplied with magazine gnus 
Wnen thi.s work is aocompliahed the 
ordnance offloers will tarn thatr altcu- 
tion to the militin. 

A .sample weapon has been sent to the 
national ^uard of each state so that mmi 
may familiarize themselves with it, but 
at the present rate of output it wUl be 
several years before tliey can all be sop 
plied. Ttiis fact has deeply impressed 
some distingnished military men iu 
Washington, taken in connection with 
the rather startling soggeetiona made 
by General SobofleM in his aunnal re 
port, jnst published, touching the iusof 
Hcienoy of oar army in the point of uu- 
merioiu strength and his comparison of 
the United States with Cnina from a 
military standpoint It has always been 
the proud boast of the public men w ho 
have resisted the establishment of a 
good standing army, that in case of a 
hostile attack the goverument could se- 
cure a million volunteers iu a day. To 
this the military experts of today arc re- 
plying by the question, what are w\) to 
do with tha^e raw volunteers, and how 
shall they be armed y 

Our t><!rfllrii;l)-4„ (oiKlif Ion. 

One of th"' mo^t distinguis!: mI tacti- 
cians now living, w ho i.s per.'i.ips more 
familiar with our military re.sounu's t han 
any man iu the rouutry, has asked tliis 
(juestioii. Following outline of rea.M)ii- 
irig he made a rather surprising oW-rva- 
tiou. Said Ik;: 

"Having iu view the completene.ss of 
our scheme of coast defense and the ab- 
solute insigtiiflcanco of our nuvy when 
compared v. ith the maguiflceut navies 
of Kuropo, L have no hesitation iu say- 
ing that it is entirely possible for at 
least two of the nations of £uropo to 
laud 200,000 men ou our Atlantic coast. 
To these w« can oppose with about 60,- 
000 soldiers; 20,000 being of the regular 
army and »0,000 militia, for I am con- 
vinced that this is about our effectual 
military strf'ugth iu on emergency. Jn 
the course of time we oould add a great 
number of raw Tolontaera. Bni the 
latter 

We Can Not Arm an<l Kfinlp. 
It requires, a^ you see, iiuich time to do 
tins, and I am of the opinion that the 
foreign invaders would he able tooccupy 
St. Louis Iwfore wi' could make the 
arms, for, of course, we wc;uld be prt;- 
vented by the neutrality acts from pur- 
chasing abroad. I believe that ( ieueral 
Sehotield rather understated the (uise in 
compariiiK tlu' rriited States with 
China, but th.- fact is that wo are not 
uciirly so well prepared by land or .sea 
to resist attack trom even one Europeau 
power, as w as China to resist Japan. 
The disproportion in elfective force is 
even greater, and for the United States 
to rely on its latent power and on its 
vast population aud wealth is as wrong 
as was Chlna'a ralianoa on tha same 
facts."

The Manufacturers' Record, of Balti- 
more reports that 608 new industrial 
enterprises were launched in the South 
during the month of July, August and 
September, as compared with r)02 during 
the corresponding period of last year. 

Nor was last year's record a low one. 
On the other haad, more industries were 
started in every quarter of the year than 
in the corresponding quarter of 1892. 
The panic had comparatively little effect 
on the business of the South. 

The Becord's report shows ttiat nine 
iron and steel mills, five cotton mills, ten 

flour mills, two cottonseed oil mills and 
110 wood working estabHsliments were 
started in the South last tjuarter. The 
list also includes Z'l electric light and 
power plants, L'4 waterworks, 62 quarries 
end minee, and 14 ice factories.
